Based on the A-HR rating and because you didn't mention water levels, I'm 
assuming this is a "gel-cell" or other form of non-maintainable lead battery. 


A careful slow charge, such as your small solar panel, is just what you 
want to use at this point. Since you're in Saskatchewan and Fall is coming, 
be sure to protect the battery from freezing temperatures during those 
long, cold prairie nights. Never try to charge a frozen battery! Don't even 
think about using the usual size charger until the battery will hold at 
least 12.0V open circuit for at least 24 hours, which shows there's no 


shorted or reversed cells. If you can't get it to that point, the battery 
goes to the recycling center. 


Once it reaches normal open-circuit voltage, you can try charging at the 
manufacturer's recommended "float charge" settings (probably about 
13.50-13.80V--check the data sheet!) and no faster than a 10 hour rate, 
3.4A tops. Float charging a dead battery requires a great deal of patience, 
as in weeks. But with an old neglected battery, you don't want to "gas" it 
by fast charging (which could kill whatever life remains). Fusing the 
battery leads, an acid-resistant battery holder, and plenty of ventilation 
is good practice when charging any battery--and essential when charging 
old, unreliable ones. 


Once it's charged up as much as it's going to, put it to use and check the 
Capacity in some non-critical application. You may get lucky and get most 
of its capacity back, or the voltage may collapse as soon as you apply some 
load. But since the alternative is scrapping it, there's nothing to 
lose...as long as you do things safely.

Gang, 


Some weeks ago I mentioned the fact that R/S had the 15V 
panel meter on sale as a closeout item. R/S number 22-410. 


Then in searching the internet on another topic I find that the meter 
itself (it used a 15K resistor in series to make it a voltmeter) is a 

1mA movement. This is important if you want to have such a movement 

in something like a SWR meter, RF detector, etc. So here again is 

a warning that you should check with your local R/S if you want such a 
meter at under $8. Price does vary from R/S store to store as I found out 
locally on the same day that I bought two such meters. 


I'll have a picture of the movement on the web page article along with 
dimensions. It has a fairly large face and is a nice analog meter. 

It has a higher internal resistance than the Protek. The Protek 
measures out at 3.4 ohms at 6.0mA. I'11 have the R/S meter 

resistance at 86 ohms at 1.0mA. 


I was doing some measurements on Ge and Si diodes for the Advanced 
Manhattan Building article that I'm doing on the internet on my web page. 
Doug wanted some info on the 1N270 diode as compared with the 1N34A. 

The 1N270 will handle more current in the forward direction. I'm in the 
process of measuring 

it's V vs I curve as we speak. I'm just on a short break. It will be 
interesting 

to compare V vs I curve after I finish the measurements. 


The reason for this long posting is a result of needing small current 
measurements 

under 1mA. I use a Protek D-930A DMM for voltage and current measurements. 

I bought a couple at Fry's when they were on sale for $10 each (normally 
$39.99) 

and I announced that also to QRP-L at the time. But the lower current 

limit was at 0.1mA 

with a large variance in determining when the @.2mA value occurred. So I 
changed out the Protek for the R/S meter without the 15K resistor. Works great 
and it seems to be calibrated well as both the Protek read 1.QmA when the 
44-410 meter read full scale. And I will have a use for the meter movement for 
those of you interested in some experimental techniques for measuring small 

RF values later on in life. In the new AmQRP Homebrewer Joe Everhart, N2CX, 
had a part 1 article that used an ammeter to measure V vs I curves. Then used 
an amp to increase the sensitivity. The R/S meter movement is more readily 
available 


to most of this list than maybe having one in the junk box from parts acquired 
at Dayton or some other festive occasion. I say this hoping that you can find 
a meter in stock at your local R/S dealer. Call ahead to make sure. Gas isn't 
cheap any more...... 


Just a heads up message to those interested in experimenting at home.

As you can see there are lots of choices out there on what to do. 
I started out with my ISP - they give me 10 meg. I use more than that now. 


Then I moved over to QSL.NET, but found that the pages there seemed to be 
slow downloading. Plus he seemed to be down more that I liked. It wasn't 
much, but more than I liked. I don't know if things are better now - that 
was two years ago. 


That got me moving and I thought it would be nice to have my own domain 
name with my call. So I went looking. I ended up at 

http: //www.fatcow.com They want $99 a year plus $20 for the domain name. 
Total cost comes out to $10 a month - they just seem to work in one year 
increments. I've been with them 18 months now and don't regret the move. I 
haven't had any problems. I get 100 meg or space 5 gig of transfer a month 
and 100 e-mail accounts. Now I can give a separate email address to each 
person in the family plus I use two accounts myself. It will be a long 
time before I am pressing the limits of what they give me. 


They did charge me a one time fee of $10 when I wanted a MySQL database 
setup. Some places would have included that in the basic price. 


I never considered the free places - the adds would drive me crazy. I 
would not want to deal with them. With my own system be it at my ISP, at 
QSL.NET or at fatcow I can do what I want. 


There are others out there in that price range that are just as good I'm 
sure, so look around. I think there is a real plus is having my own domain 
name. 


I used to think that having something at QSL net would make it easier to 
find my site. But today google will find anyone's site if you just put in 
the call sign. So I don't think that is a big issue anymore. 


I do find it interesting that K3WWP recently decided to concentrate his 
site with his ISP. From what he posted he was using QSL.NET because his ISP 
had a 5 meg limit that was constraining what he could do. When his ISP 
went up to 10 meg he played around at both places for a while, but in the 
last month or so he decided to go back to his ISP and is now saying that as 


of Oct. 1 he won't have any of his stuff at QSL.NET. At least part of his 
logic is that he does not want to keep a mirror site for what he does. Why 
he preferred his ISP over QSL.NET I don't know. 


So I would go out there and see what is there, decide how much you can 
tolerate the add and other stuff you get from some of the free sites. And 
remember while QSL.NET is free he does ask for a donation to help keep it 
going. And if you are going to use it very much you really ought to send 
him something. Balance that against the cost getting your own hosted site 
and your own domain name.
